THE JONES JURDER CASE 


Argum ents

Before the supreme court of the 
*tate en banc at Jefferson City Sat­ 
urday arguments were presented in 
fbe case of John L. Jones, who at the 
January term of the criminal division 
of the Pettis county circuit court, in 
1912. was found guilty of first degree 
murder and sentenced to be hanged. 
Jones was convicted of the murder 
of Akins M. Mackey, and following 
the usual prjcedure in the cases of 
th*1 kind appeal 
was made to the 
higher court. 
A couple of months ago the case 
was reviewed by division No. 2 of the 
^ourt, hut some of the judges dissent­ 
ed in the opinion, which trok the 
case before all of the judges to pass 
upon. 
Attorneys N'T G. Lynch and Claude 
Wilkerson argued the case in behalf 
of Jones, wnile Assistant Attorney 
leneral Weatherford represented the 
state. 
The fate of Jones is now in the 
hands of the higher court, and should 
hat body affirm the decision of the 
circuit court here the only chance the 
prisoner would have

would be through Governor Elliott W . 
Major, who is empowered with au- 
fhority to commute his sentence to 
life imprisonment.

make better brooms than ever had 
been

laughed at him, but despite this, Dick­ 
inson was not discouraged, but har­ 
vested his first crop of broom corn, j 
managed to scrape the seed from the j 
brush with a knife and a hoe, after 
which he made his brooms. 
He made 1 
j the complete broom, including

handles, and grew his own flax for the 
twine, the whole costing him little. 
Believing that his neighbors would re­ 
fuse to buy the new kind of broom, 
Dickinson in 1798 peddled his brocms 
in Williamsbnrg, 
Ashfield and Con­ 
way. 
The next year he carried them 
to Pittsburg. 
The new brooms took, 
for as soon as housewives found how 
j much better they were over the old j 
* husk or birch broom they would buy j 
I no other. 
Other men went into the j 
¡ business and a new industry was born 
Í in Hadley. 
Dickinson lived until 1843, 
j long enough to see the Hadley or corn

COATING FOR PLASTER CASTS I 


Simple Treatment That the Chicago 
Art Institute Has Found to 
Be Effective. 


According to the bulletin 
of 
the j 
Art institute of Chicago, that organi­ 
zation has been very successful 
in 
keeping its plaster casts presentable 
by m eans of sim plest treatm ent. 
T he cast is first sized w ith an ap- j 
plication of linseed oil and turpentine. 
This is put on with a brush, and it j 
is im m aterial w hether it is done when 
the cast is new and clean or after ' 
it becomes dirty, provided only that j 
it has not been painted or in any way Í 
coated with foreign m atter.

object is to m ake it 
impervious 
to 
water, so that subs* qu< nt applications ! 
will not sink in. 
Then the cast is washed over with 
a coat of whiting and w ater with a I 
little glue (practically a fine white-: 
wash), applied quit.*

brush, and stippled or pounced on, 
so as not to show brush marks. 
A lit- 1 
tie yellow ochre is put into the wash.

white.
